Seotlon 2. Limitation of Authori ty to Classify ; The authority 
to classify defeoee Information or material under this order shall be 
limited In the departments and agencies of the executive branch as 
hereinafter specified. Departments and agencies subject to the 
speolfled limitations shall be designated by the President: 

(a) In those departments ard agencies having no direct 
responsibility for national defense there shall be no authority 
for original classification of information or material under 
thle order. 

(b) la those departments and agencies having partial but 
not primary responsibility for mar ter e pertaining to national 
defense the authority for original classification of information 
or material under this order shall be exercised only by the head 
of the department or agency, without delegation, 

(o) In those departments and agencies not affected by the 
provisions of subsections (a) and (b), above, the authority for 
original classification of information or material uDder this 
order shall be exercised only, by responsible officers or . 
employees, who shall be specifically designated for this purpose, 
leads of such departments and agencies shell Halt the delegation 
of authority to classify as severely as is consistent with the 
orderly and expeditious transaction of Government business.

(c) Multiple Claeelf loati on “ A documents produo t, or 
substance shall bear a classification at least as high am that 
of its highest classified components. The document, product, or 
substance shall bear only one over-all classification, 
notwithstanding that pages , paragraphs, sections, or components 
thereof bear different iaeelflcatloes. 

(d ) Transmltta i L etters ; A letter transmitting dsfmoss 
Information shall be classified a^ least as high as Its hlghmst 
classified enclosure. 

(e ) Information Originated by a foreign Oovernmsgt or 

Organization ; Defense Information of a classified nature”"* 
rurnisned to the United States by a foreign government or 
international organization shall be assigned a classification

Section t. Deo laeslf loatlon r Do wngrading , or U pgrading ! loads of 
departments or agenoles originating Classified mt trial shall designate 
persons to be responsible for continuing review of such classified 
material for the purpose of declassifying or downgrading It whenever 
taatlooe.1 defense coo*} derat lone permit t and for receiving requests for 
much review froa all sources, formal procedures shall be established to 
provide specific means for prompt review of classified material amt Its 
declassification or downgrading In order to preserve the effeetlvemeee 
ar4 Integrity of the o laeeifloatlon eye tea and to flatmate aoouanlatioe 
of classified material which no longer requires protection 1m the 
defense Interest.

(e) Material Officially Transferred ; In the caee of Material 
tmneferrsil by or pursuant to statuts or Xxeoutlre ordsr froM ons 
departMsnt or agsnoy to another for the latter's uss and as part 
of lte official files or property, ui distinguished from transfers 
Merely for purpoeee of etorage, the receiving dspartaamt or agency 
•hall be deemed to be the classifying authority for all purposes 
aader this ordsr, including declassification and downgrading. 

(d) Material Hot Officially Trans ferred; When any department 
or ageaoy has incite possess! on any classified Material whioh has 
b so QMS firs years old, and it appears (1) that snob naterial 
originated in an agenoy which has since beooms defunct and whose 
flloa and other property hare not been officially transferred to 
•Mother department or agency within the meaning of subsection (o), 
above, or (2) that it la impossible for the possessing department 
or agenoy to idsntify the originating agency, and (3) a review of 
%he Material indicates that it should be downgraded or declassified, 
the said possessing department or agency eball hare power tc^ 
deolassify or downgrade such aatSTial. If it appears probable 
that another department or agency a ay nave a substantial interest

(f) Reproductio ns ; All copies or reps eductions of classified 
material ska 11 be appropriately marked or stamped in the same 
manner as the original thereof. 

(g) Unclassified Material ; normally, unclassified material 
shall mot be marked or stamped line . a# *_i? i. ed unless it is essential 
to oonrey to a reolplent of such material that It has been exasdned 
specifically *lth a flew to imposing a defense clasaifioatloa aad 
has beea determined mot to require such classsification. 

(h) Change or Removal of Class if jtat i oa ; Whenever claesifled 
material la declassified, downgraded. or upgraded, the material 
shall be marked or stamped in a prominent place to refleot the 
ohaage la classification, the authority for tne action, the date of 
notion, and the identity of the person or moil, taking the action. 

In addition, the old olmsaificaUou marring shall oe cancelled and 
the nev olaseification (if any) substituted therefor. Automatic 
change la olaeelfioatlOB ahall re indicated oy the appropriate 
classifying authority through mark.* eg or stamping in a prominent 
place to refleot information specif lei i*. subsection b (a) hereof..

Section 6. Custody and Safekeeping ; The poasessloa or ana of 
classified defease information or Material shall be 11 hi ted to locations 
where facilities for seoure storage or protection thereof are available 
by means of which unauthorized persons are prevented from gaining nocsss 
thereto. Whenever such information or material is not under the personal 
supervision of lte custodies, whether during or outside of working hours, 
the following physioal or meohanlcal means shall be taken to protoot it: 

(n) Storage of Top Seoret Material : Top Seoret defease 
material shall be protected la storage by the aoet jieoaro facilities 
possible, formally it will ba stored la a safe or a safe-type steel 
file container having a three-posit ioa, dial-type, combination lock, 
and being of eaoh weight, size, construction, or Installation as to 
minimize the possibility of surreptitious eatz 7 , physical theft, 
damage by fire, or tampering' The heed of a deportment or agency nay 
approve other storage feollitlee for this material pfeleh offer 
oonparable or better protection, suoh as aa alarmed area, a vault, 
a secure vault -type room, or aa area under doe# sorvei llanos of aa 
anted guard. * 

(b) geo ret aad Confidential Material : These categories ef 
defense aa ter ini any is stored in a manner authorized for Top Seoret 
material, or in metal file cabinets equipped with steel lookbar and 
ar improved three combination dial- type pad look from wfcloh the 
sasufaotarer's identification numbers have bean obliterated, or is 
comparably eocnro facilities approved by the hemi of the department 
or agency.

discussed with or in the presence of unauthorized persons* 


(f) Telephone Conversati ons g Defense information classified 
in the three categories under £Tie provisions of this order shall 
not be revealed in telephone conversations, except as may be 
authorized under section 8 hereof with respect to the tranaaission 
of Secret and Confidential material over certain military 
communications circuits. 



(g) Loss or Subj ection to Compromise? Any person In the 
executive trancETwho has knowledge' of the loss or possible 
subjection to compromise of classified defense information shall 
promptly report the circmstances to a designated official of his 
agency, and the latter shall take appropriate action forthwith,

Section 8. Transmission * For transmission outside a depai tmenl 
or agency, classified defense material of the three eategoriee originated 
under the provisions of this order shall be prepared aad transmitted as 
follows* 
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addi-assed with no indication of the classification of its contents. 

A receipt form shall he attached to or enclosed in the inner cover, 
except that Confidential material shall require a receipt only if 
the sender deems it necessary. The receipt form shall identify 
the actdressor, addressee, and the document, but shall contain no 
classified information. It shall be signed by the proper recipient 
and returned to the sender ^ 

(b) Transmitting Top Secret Mate rial; The transmission of 
Top Secret material shall be effected preferably by direct contact 

of officials concerned, or, alternatively, by specifically designated 
personnel, by State Department diplomatic pouch, by a messenger- 
courier system especially created for that purpose, or by electric 
means in encrypted form; or in the case of information transmitted 
by the Federal Bureau cf Investigation, such means of transmission 
may be used as are currently approved by the Director, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, unless express reservation to the contrary 
is made in exceptional cases by the originating agency. 

(c) Transmitting Secret Mat or i alt Secret material shall be 
transmitted within the continental United States by one of the 
means established for Top Secret material, by an authorized courier, 
by United States registered nail, or by protected commercial express, 
air or surface* Secret material nay be transmitted outside the 
continental limits of the United States by one of the means 
established for Top Secret material., by comm. aiders or masters of 
vessels of United States registry, or by United States Post Office 
registered nail through Army, Navy, or Air Force postal facilities, 
provided that the material doe? not at 3ny time pass out of United 
States Gorerment control and does not pass though a foreign 
postal system, Secret material may, however, be transmitted 
between United States Government and/or Canadian Government 
installations in continental United States, Canada and Alaska by 
United States and Canadian registered mail with registered mail 
receipt* In an emergency. Secret material may also be transmitted 
over military communications circuits in accordance with regulations 
promulgated for such purpose by the Secretary of Defense, 

(d) Transmitting Confidential Material ? Confidential defense 
material shall be transmitted within the United States by one of the 
means established for higher classifications, by registered mail, or 
by express or freight under such specific conditions as may be 
prescribed by the head of the department or agency concerned. Outside 
the continental United States, Confidential defense material shall be 
transmitted In the sane manner as authorized for higher classification

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(e) Within an Agency? Preparation of classified defense material 
for transmission* and transmission of it, within a department or 
arcncy shall be governed by regulations, issued by the head of the 
department or agency, insuring a degree of security equivalent to that 
outlined above for transmission outside a department or agency. 

Section 9. Disposal and Destruction* Documentary record material 
made or received by a department or agency in connection with transaction 
.,[ pubis. c business and preserved as evidence of the organisation, functions, 
policies, operations, decisions, procedures or other activities of any 
department or agency of she Government, or because of the informational 
value of the data contained therein, may be destroyed only in accordance 
with the act of July 7, 191 * 3 , c. 192, £7 Stat. 380, as amended, l*]* U.S.C. 
>6^-380. Non- record classified material, consisting of extra copies and 
duplicates including shorthand notes, preliminary drafts, used carbon paper, 
and other material of similar temporary nature, may be destroyed, under 
procedures established by the head of the department or agency which meet 
the following requirements, as soon .as it has served its purpose 

(a) Methods of Destructions Classified defense material shall 
be destroyed by burning in the presence of an appropriate official or 
by other methods authorized by the head of any agency provided the 
resulting destruction is equally complete.

-/--(b) Records of Destructions Appropriate accountability records 
maintained In the department or agency shall reflect the destruction 
of classified defense material.. 

Section 10. Orientation and Inspection s To promote the basic 
purposes of this order, heads of those departments and agencies originating 
or hand. Jj.g classified defense information shall designate experienced 
c arsons to coordinate and supervise the activities applicable to their 
departments or agencies under this crier. Parsons so designated shall 
maintain active training and orientation programs for employees concerned 
with classified defense information to impress each such employee with 
his individual responsibility for exercising vigilance and cere in complying 
with the provisions cf this order. Such persons shall be authorized on 
behalf of the heads of the departments and agencies to establish adequate 
md active inspection programs to the end that the provisions of this order 
are administered effectively. 


Section 11, Interpretation of Regulations by the Attorney General ? 

The Attorney Qeneral, upon request of the bead or a department or agency 
or his duly designated representative, shall personally or through 
authorized representatives of the Department of Justice render an 
interpretation of these regulations in connection with sny problems arising 
out of their administration.
